Man Here Fromfortugal 
In Effort To Save Limb; 
Interpreter Tells Story 


An interpreter told the story / 


and there was related here today 


in the presence of doctors and 


others a thrilling account of a 
Portuguese young man coming 
across the Atlantic ocean and 
across the United States in search 
of a cure from a critical bone dis- 
ease, 

Manuel Mello of Feteira Ter- 
ceira Azores, Portugai, is the 26- 
year-old man who admitted he 
didn’t have much money but 
“plenty of faith’. 

A relative in Redlands is re- 
sponsible for the parents and 
friends financing the youth’s trip 
to America. From personal ex- 
perience, the Redlands’ relative 
wrote of the possibilities of Mr. 
Mello getting cured in Upland. 
The youth’s right limb had been 
scheduled for amputation in re- 
cent years, but his parents could 
never consent to that procedure. 
The devoted parents have given 
almost everything they had in 
seeking to cure their son. 


And so, the pleasant looking 
Manual Mello is here to begin a 
series of treatments at the office 
of Dr. O. A. Thompson. Dr. Cecil 
Eshelman will be in personal 
charge of what is considered the 
last effort to save the man’s limb 
and perhaps his life. 


Mr. Mello speaks a little Eng- 
lish, he having been born in 
Cambridge, Mass. His parents, 
however, returned with their fam- 
ily to Portugal when the boy was 
eight years of age. At the age of 
14 years, he suffered an injury. 
Complications developed and the 
disease known as osteomylitis was 
contracted.

Weather Forecasting?--Rogers

An ailment from which all cit- 
rus growers suffer during the 
first month of every year might 
be termed the “January Jitters’, 
for this is the month in which his,

The plan is the only one ever 
advanced which has been favored 
by all factions—including farmers, 
merchants, distributing agents 
and bankers—reports Mr. Buffing- 
ton, 

According to the plan, whicts 
the board recommended be tried 
in one city in the county last May, 
recipients of relief may purchase 
with relief allowances, orange col- 
ored stamps redeemable in stores 
at their face value. With each $1 
of the orange stamps, 50 cents in 
blue stamps will be given, witk 
which surplus commodities, pur- 
federal gtdvern- 
ment, may be obtained. 

Mr. Buffington said the plan 
provides that the stamps be re- 
deemable at face value in cash at 

anks 

Commodities to be classified as 
surplus would be principally those 
which are perishable. The pro- 
posal would provide better balanc- 
ed rations for relief clients, Mr. 
Buffington believes, 

It is probable that the stamps 
will be used first in the city of 
San Bernardino, says the local 
fann bureau board member, and 
later their use will be extended to 
other areas in the county.

Two Men View the World 

Surveying the sorry mess in which a large part of the 
world finds itself, Dr. Robert Andrew Millikan, world-fam- 
ed physicist and Nobel prize winner, avers that never in 
300 years has this old earth been so steeped in governmental 


totalitarianism, in superstition, in every kind of unbridled 
emotionalism as it is today. 

“‘And,’’ says Dr. Millikan, looking with none to cheer- 
ful glasses upon a world which has just crossed the threshold 
of a new year, ‘‘where emotionalism determines conduct, 
there you have necessarily the law of the jungle’’ where 
brute government, instead of ballot government, and author- 
itarianism, instead of freedom, rule the hearts and minds of 
men. 

But Charles F. Kettering, noted engineer and chief of 
General Motors’ research corporation, looks to the future 
with greater confidence. 

““T don’t believe for one minute,’’ declares Engineer Ket- 
tering in a Science Service’ despatch, ‘‘that everything we 
have gained in thousands of years of experience can be wip- 
ed out in one disaster. We have had set-backs in progress 
in the past and came up stronger than ever. The fundament- 
al forces which bring positive changes are still at work. 
They will overcome all temporary obstacles in the end!”’ 

Thus two of America’s outstanding figures, a great scien- 
tist and a great engineer, survey the world. In the views 
of each there is enlightening truth and the conviction that 
only by positive, peaceful action, and the use of man’s abil- 
ity to think clearly, constructively, and without coercion, 
will civilization march steadfastly forward despite all set- 
backs!

An agent of the Internal Rev- 
enue Bureau, assigned to the job | 
or rounding-up illusive income tax 
evaders, told the writer a story 
several evenings ago which seems 
to warrant repeating—if for no 
other reason, just as a significant 
bit of current history. 

Said the government 
gator: 

“A. big, burly chap was brought 
into my office who, we had reason 
to know, as a single man, with no 
dependents, had a taxable income. 
When one of our agents caught 
up with him, he had simply blus- 
tered and refused to pay. The 
government, he said, couldn’t tax 
him. And so he was brought in. 

“In answer to my opening ques- 
tion, inquiring as to his occupa- 
tion, he said that he was a fore- 
man on a relief project—a fact 
which we had already determined. 
His salary, he said, somewhat 
proudly, was $1600 per year. 

“IT asked him: ‘Why haven't 
you paid your tax; you know, of 
course, that any single man, earn- 
ing more than $100 a year, is tax- 
able?’ But his answer almost 
floored me. He said: ‘I am on 
relief; the government gives me 
this money; why should I give 
part of it back to the govern- 
ment?’” 

And that, said the government 
income tax investigator, seemed 
an almost irrefutable argument. 
Why, indeed, should the govern- 
ment grant a person relief and 
then tax the dole it had given 
him? But most of all, why 
should it pay him so much that 
he was subject to the income tax? 
That seemed to be laying it on a 
bit thick, even for the most gen- 
erous state, in the most generous 
nation, in the whole cock-eyed 
world. 

That simple story, to this writ- 
er, points the picture which con- 
fronts the State Legislature when | 
it meets in special session on Jan- 
uary 29, much more eloquently 
than all the deficit figures :

financial tabulations that all the 
State’s fiscal agents can submit 
to the harried lawmakers. 

Relief costs have doubled and 
trebled, even as business condi- 
tions have improved. Yet the 
average taxpayer, who foots the 
relief bill, doesn’t begin to earn as 
much as the belligerent relief re- 
cipient (described by the income 
tax investigator) who was given 
$1600 for being one of the so- 
called needy and unfortunate. 

“Relief in California,’ said the 
income tax man, “is a farce—but 
a farce without comedy. When 
we start collecting income taxes 
from reliefers, it ceases to be 
funny. It’s a tragic travesty!” 
So don’t. be surprised if the 
forthcoming special session of the 
Legislature turns out to be a mod- 
ern-day counterpart of the Bos- 
ton Tea Party. If relief has be- 
come a racket, aS many of the 
lawmakers believe, it’s a racket 
scon to be ended!
